NEW YORK (AP) - It is a 
truism of our times that the sex­ 
es are getting more alike in 
America.

If Jo hn Glenn hadn’t slipped and hit his 
head o n the rim o f a bathtub last Febru­ 
ary , he mig ht v ery well be Ohio ’s Demo * 
cratic no minee fo r the U.S. Senate run­ 
ning ag ainst Ro bert Taft Jr. 
Ohio ans dispo sed to think o f Ro bert Ken­ 
nedy ’s o ut-o f-state candidacy fo r the U.S. 
Senate in New Yo rk as unusual sho uld 
no t ig no re the Jo hn Glenn situatio n. Co l. 
Glenn had less co ntact with Ohio when 
he made his decisio n to run than Atto rney 
General Kennedy has had with New Yo rk, 
It was unusual, to o . 
It sig nifies so mething abo ut the atto rney 
g eneral’s thinking in this matter that he 
was believ ed to hav e g iv en Co l. Glenn 
the adv ice that caused him to file in 
Ohio ag ainst incumbent Sen. Stephan M. 
Yo ung . 
The thinking , of co urse, was o bv io us. 
If was built o n the indisputable assump­ 
tio n that the U.S. Marine hero who had 
been the first American to circle the earth 
in a space capsule co uld swamp Sen. 
Yo ung with his g lamo r. It wo uldn’t mat­ 
ter to mo st Demo cratic v o ters that Co l. 
Glenn was bring ing no thing to the po lit­ 
ical ro le he so ug ht but a winning per- 


so nality , intellig ence and g o o d intentio ns. 
Least o f all wo uid it matter that he was 
co mpletely o u* o f to uch with Ohio . 
His 
name was the tnmg . 
New Yo rk Republicans say they will 
fig ht a Kennedy candidacy in co urt, but 
the hav e no assurance o f winning . To be 
sure, he liv es in Virg inia, v o tes in Mas­ 
sachusetts, where he was bo m, and wo rks 
in the District o f Co lumbia. But there is 
no law that say s a candidate must be a 
nativ e o r ev en a v o ter o f the state in 
which he runs fo r the Senate.

tro llable new facio r — electro nic ex pense. 


Fo ur y ears ag o , when the telev isio n net­ 
wo rks g av e Vice President Nix o n and 


Sen. Kennedy ‘ prime time” fo r campaig n 
debating that nev er g o t aro und to any ­ 
thing remo tely resembling a debate, the 
few ho urs o f rev enue passed up were 
co mpensated fo r s tho usand times o v er 
by the many ho urs o f rev enue the cam­ 
paig n pro duced. 
Natio nal campaig ning is 
inex tricably 
tied up with telev isio n netwo rks. Mo st 
v iewers and listeners nev er kno w what 
the tieup co sts. 
Vet, hig h o v erhead is 
keeping bo th parties strapped, despite $5 0 , 
$1 0 0 and ev en $1 ,0 0 0 banquets and the 
sy stematic tapping o f fat cats and special 
interests. 


The pinch Is especially cruel fo r the 
side the bo o kmaking o dds are ag ainst. 
It will hav e tro uble raising mo ney and 
no luck pay ing o ff lo ans afterward. No 
natio nal campaig n can be run these day s 
o n lo y alty co ntributio ns. The two parties 
may spend as much as $24 millio n o n 
their natio nal campaig ns, a larg e part o f 
it fo r telev isio n, which g iv es away no th­ 
ing that it can charg e fo r. 
Campaig ning has co me a lo ng way 
since candidates g o t free co v erag e by 
newspapers fo r iv ery thing they said and 
that was the end o f it. They still g et 
free co v erag e by the press fo r what they 
say o n telev is.o n ai x -tho usand do llars a 
minute. The press reg ards this as part o f 
its public duty . Fro m the po liticians’ fav ­ 
o rite medium, ho wev er, all the candi­ 
dates and their backers can ex pect is a 
bill fo r serv ices rendered. 
And that, fello w citizens, is why y o ur 
fav o rite po liticians must ask no t o nly fo r 
y o ur v o tes but fo r y o ur mo nly to pay 
fo r their TV co v erag e.

ATLANTIC CITY N J . (AP) 
— Almost all Democratic lead­ 
ers say they harbor no fears 
about any white v oter “ back­ 
lash" in the Nov ember presi­ 
dential election. 
Instead, they confidently say 
much larger crack of a moder­ 
ate 
Republican 
“ frontlash” 
again.lt 
Barry 
Goldwater 
on 
Nov . 3. 
These v iews came in an Asso­ 
ciat'd Press surv ey of the party' 
leaders at the Democratic Na­ 
tional 
Conv ention. 
They werej 
asked 
whether 
they 
thought 
there is a backlash, and. if so 
how the Democrats should meet 
it. 
Most did not agree on how to | 
handle it. At the same time. I 
they did 
not 
seem 
disturbed 
abou their disagreement. The 
backlash, in their v iew, was not 
so great as some people sup­ 
posed. 
In the whip imagery that has 
become a cliche of the 1964 elec­ 
tion. the white backlash signi­ 
fies v otes by white Democrats 
and independents against Lyn­ 
don B. J ohnson because of their 
resentment 
ov er 
the 
Civ il 
Rights Act and Negro demon- 
s'rations; the Republican fron- 
tlash signifies v otes by moder­ 
ate Republicans against Gold­ 
water because of his conserv a­ 
tiv e v iews. 
There were some sharp dis­ 
sents from the prev ailing v iews 
in the surv ey. Gov . Albertis S. 
Harrison of Virginia, for exam­ 
ple, said, “ People are getting 
fed up with the sit-ins, wade-ins, 
kneel-ins, and what hav e you. I 
think unless the situation abates 
it will be v ery harmful for Dem­ 
ocratic chances.” 
But most leaders agreed with 
the 
presidential 
candidate 
of 
1952 and 1956, U.N. Ambassador 
Adlai E. Stev enson. 
“ If we respect the law, if we 
don’t tolerate v iolence and dis­ 
order. if we practice what we 
preach about equality, if the 
strong help the weak and the 
rich the poor, there won’t be 
any lashing,” Stev enson said. 
The different v iews on how to 
deal with the problem were re­ 
v ealed 
in 
contrasting 
state­ 
ments from Gov . Edmund G. 
Brown of California and Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey of Minne­ 
sota. 
“ We re not going to deal with 
it at all,” said Brown. 
“ Much of the effects of any 
white backlash on civ il rights 
will be dispelled if we explain 
exactly what is in the bill,” said 
Humphrey. 
Brown, 
elaborating 
on 
the 
strategy of forgetting the back­ 
lash, said, ‘We’re just going to 
deal with the positiv e aspects of 
what the administration has ac- 
omplished. We hink there AAR 
complished. We think there is a 
frontlash. The righteousness of 
our position was shown by the 
many Republicans v oting for 
the civ il rights bill.” 
Humphrey, elaborating on the 
strategy of meeting the issue 
head-on by explaining the civ il 
rights bill, said, “ For instance, 
it does not affect housing, it 
does not affect job security, and 
yet it is in these areas where 
the fears a rise.”

Here it is, ladies — a lime 
pie with a cu stardy filling and 
a meringu e topping that’s a rel­ 
ativ e of old-fashioned l e m on 
pie. 
This particu lar recipe y ields 
a tangy flav or and has a filling 
that is on the soft side. If y ou 
wou ld like less tang, y ou might 
omit some of the lime rind. If 
y ou wou ld like a firmer filling, 
increase the amou nt of c or n 
starch, according to the direc­ 
tions giv en at the end of the 
recipe.

pastry for the pie shell. And 
hav e y ou noticed that pastry is 
at its best when it is serv ed at 
room temperatu re? 
Tang y Lime Mering ue Pie 
1 cu p su gar, Vi cu p corn 
itarch, Vi teaspoon salt, 
1 Vz 


cu ps cold water, 3 egg y olks, 2 
tablespoons bu tter or m argar - 
ine, IVz teaspoons grated 
lime 
rind, 1-3 cu p fresh lime ju ice, 
green food coloring, 1 
b a ke d 
9 -inch pastry shell, Meringu e. 
In the top of a dou ble boiler, 
stir together thorou ghly Vz cu p 
su gar, the corn starch and salt. 
Gradu ally stir in the w a t e r, 
keeping smooth. Cook and stir 
constantly ov er boiling water 
u ntil thickened. Cov er; cook 10 
minu tes longer, stirring occas- 
ioally ; if glass dou ble boiler is 
u sed, increase this cooking time 
to 15 minu tes. Do not remov e 
from boiling water.
